THE EFFECT OF FOREIGN 
COMPETITION. 

A conference. of the Shipbuilding Trades’ 
Federaiion was heid at York yesterday to 
receive the report of the joint inquiry con- 
ducted by the trade unions and the Em- 
ployers’ Federation of the shipbuilding in- 
dustry as to the effect of foreign competition 
and conditions within the industry itself, 

The whole report was accepted in its en- 
tirety by the employers, It was discussed at 
a meeting of the Federation in June, and 
ihen referred to the unions forming the 
Federation for further consideration. The 
meeting yesterday was held in private, and 
the whole of the trade membership within 
the industry was represented by Executive re- 
resentation. The conference sat for four 
Mia under the presidency of Mr. Sherwood. 
At the close of the meeting the following ofh- 
cial statement was issued to the Press :— 

The report was considered for its effects on 
the shipbuilding industry. It was felt that 
the work of the Committee had been well 
done, but regret was expressed that further 
information was not forthcoming on the finan- 
cial resources of the firms engaged in ship- 
building and repairing, Considerablo 
difference of opinion in the application of the 
report was expressed, and in view of the 
main provisions it was agreed that further 
opportunity should be given to consult with 
the members of the trade unions, and to that 
end the meeting has been adjourned until 
September 23rd.

The Cost of Living. 


Since April the cost of living has risen 
by two points. In April the index figures 
were 180 in the Irish Free State and 168 
in Great Britain and Northern Ireland ; 
to-day the respective figures are 182 and 
170. This rise obviously is due to the 
strike in the British coal mines, and it is 
a tribute to the splendid handling of the 
crisis by Mr. Stanley Baldwin’s Govern- 
ment that the increase is not large and 
very grave. Every phase of national pro- 
duction has been hampered by the coal 
stoppage, and it is remarkable that 
‘profiteering ’’ has not been rampant. It 
is interesting to observe that the figures, 
so far as they apply to food alone, have 
moved in favour of the Saorstát. Food 
prices in Southern Ireland have sunk one 
point, while in Britain they have risen 
two. Since the general cost of living has 
risen equally in the two countries, it is 
evident that the increase in the cost of 
necessaries other than food has been 
steeper in the Saorstdt than in the 
neighbouring land. This is as might have 
been expected. Southern Ireland produces 


food, but imports other necessaries, and 


importation, owing to the restrictions on 
transport, must be somewhat more costly 
than usual while the fuel shortage con- 
tinues. The strike, thus, has produced 
no unnatural reactions in Ireland; but 
the index figures continue to exhibit an 
anomaly that ought to be observed with 
indignation. It is a matter for profound 
discontent that the index figures for the 
cost of living in the comparatively poor

points higher than in the rich country. 


across the Channel or in that part of 
Ireland which lies north of the border. 
That the ordinary Irish citizen should 
receive a smaller income than the English 
citizen, and should live in more frugal 
style, is natural enough so long as 
Ireland’s natural resources remain in a 
comparatively backward state of develop- 
ment. The cost of living, however, is a 
matter of bread and butter, rent and 
clothing. These things ought to be 
cheaper, rather than dearer, in the poorer 
country. 

Surveying the index figures over a 
period of three years we find that the 
disproportion between the figure for 
Britain and the figure for the Saorstat 
reached its largest margin in the middle 
of 1925. At that time we may say that 
the corner was turned, and since then the 
Saorstát has tended to gain on Britain. 
Mr. Cosgrave’s Government will deserve 
well of the people if the next six months 
see the index figure brought close to the 
British level; but to that end the people 


themselves must do their part. The 
“ profiteering’ which chiefly is responsible 
for high prices in Southern Ireland 
flourishes upon popular apathy.No Govern- 
ment can prevent citizens from paying 
excessive prices for their provisions if 
they are too idle to seek cheaper sources 
of supply. There are suburban districts

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consumption are 50 per cent. dearer than 
in the city, and this state of affairs will 
continue so long as housewives are content 
to pay an additional sixpence on every 
shilling’s worth of goods merely to escape 
the inconvenience of discriminate shopping. 
There are villages in our countryside in 
which the holiday-maker from _ the 
city finds that he must pay up to 
two shillings and sixpence a pound for 
the butter which in Dublin costs him one 
shilling and ninepence, even although he 
is buying it virtually at the creamery 
door. One of the considerations which 
render the problem complex is the fact 
that in ous country towns almost all 
householders are partly producers. They 
have their own milk, their own eggs, and 
some hay to sell; amd when they read of 
high index figures *heir withers are un- 
wrung. The wage-earners of the larger 
towns and the cities thus have a solitary 
battle to fight, and an unwise public fails 
to realise that the national economy must 


be crippled so long as industrial workers, 
transport workers, artisans and profes- 
sional people are unable to give t' -ir 
services to the nation at an economic 
price. 


Tangier. 

The recent treaty between Spain 
and Italy has had an early sequel. 
The Marques de Estella has informed a 
Madrid newspaper that the Spanish 
Government has become convinced of the 
injustice of the exclusion of the small 
Tangier zone from its Moroccan Pro- 
tectorate. Having passed the difficult test 
of impartiality in the Great War, he 
continues, and having sacrificed 40,000 
lives and 500,000,000 pesetas in Morocco, 
Spain holds that the Powers ought now to 
entrust Tangier and the maintenance of 
its neutrality to her care. The Spanish 
Premier repeats most of the old arguments 
in regard to this much disputed piece of 
territory. He asserts that it constitutes a 
pied @ terre for the enemies: of Spain in 
the heart of her Protectorate; that it was 
used during the recent war against the 
Riffs as a base for the arming of the 
Moorish tribes, and that, so long as 
Tangier remains under international 
control, there never can be a stable peace 
in Europe Under Spain, he adds, 
Tangier would be ‘‘a peril for nobody, 
and a guarantee for all.” ‘‘ Those who 
do not see the matter thus are blind and 
will weep for their error; because, if this 
is not done, no Jong time will elapse before 
Tangier gives rise to grave international 
difficulties.’’ It is quite clear that this 
statement by the Spanish dictator is 
a direct result of the new understanding 
with Italy in regard to Mediterranean 
affairs. The French Press has been taken 
so completely by surprise that it has made 
no comment of any kind, apparently pre- 
ferring to await further developments 
before expressing an opinion. Undoubtedly, 
a delicate situation will be created if the 
Marques de Estella presses his claim. 
Neither France nor Britain could afford 
to ignore the annexation of Tangier by the 
Spaniards, particularly in view of the 
fact that Signor Mussolini is in the back- 
ground with his plan to make the Medi- 
terranean a Latin lake. 

Towards the end of the last century 
Germany and Britafn were engaged in 
negotiations concerning Morocco. Accord- 
ing to the scheme which was in favour 
then, Britain was to have Tangier, while 
Germany was to have Casablanca, Mogador 
and Rabat. This idea came to nothing, 
and Germany turned her attention to 
France, suggesting that German control 
of Tangier and Madagascar might be 
balanced by French annexation of 
Morocco and Siam. M. Delcassé then 
arrived on the scene, with the result 
that French policy underwent a radical 
change. With the qualified approval 
of Britain, France and Spain made an 
agreement in 1902 by which they virtually 
parcelled out Northern Africa between 
them; but this plan also failed. Finally, 

1905 the German Emperor took a hand 
in the game. He made his dramatic land- 
ing at Tangier, where he formally took 
the Sultan of Morocco under his pro- 
tection, declaring that henceforward 
Morocco must be free, and that all the 
nations must be treated on a basis of 
‘‘ absolute equality.’’ Delcassé’s resigna- 
tion was followed by the Conference of 
Algeciras, with its intrigues and counter- 
intrigues. Italy, with Britain, Russia and 
the United States, supported France— 
a significant forecast of future develop- 
ments, and a compromise was reached 
about Tangier. In 1912 France made a 
further bargain with Spain,: by virtue of 
which Tangier was placed under an 
involved form of international control. 
This arrangement still is in force and has 
worked with fair success. It has pre- 
vented Spain, however, from the full use 
of her power in the Mediterranean, and 
the Marques de Estella apparently holds 
the view that his new entente with the 
Italians cannot become properly effective 
until Tangier is brought into the fold. 
The game is only beginning. Once more 
the Mediterranean is becoming the centre 
of the world’s political interest. Germany 
has ceased to be its stormy petrel; but 
another force has arisen in the shape of 
Fascismo, which seems to be determined 
to give the Chancelleries of Europe no 


excuse for idleness. 


Industry in Cork. 


In the Eraminer of Los Angeles Mr. 
Henry Ford expresses .satisfaction with 
the results of his industrial experiment in 
Cork. ‘‘ We chose Ireland for a plant 
because we wanted to start Treland along 
the road to industry,’’ he says, and Cork 
was chosen, not merely because it has a 
‘‘ wonderful harbour’’ and “an abund- 
ance of fine industrial sites,’’ but partly 
for reasons of personal sentiment, since 
Mr. Ford’s forebears belonged to the Cork 
neighbourhood. For many years, says 
Mr. Ford, Cork has been ‘‘a city of 
casual labour and extreme poverty.’’ It 
has ‘‘ breweries and distilleries, but no 
real industry.” The best employment 
offered to unskilled labour formerly was 
ill-paid toil at the docks or spasmodic 
work in the neighbouring fields. The 
Ford undertaking offered something better 
from the start. It began with three men 
from Detroit to direct operations, and now 
employs some 1,800 men, who have regular 
jobs, working eight hours a day for 
five days a week at a minimum 
wage of 18s. a § day. - Mr. Ford 
corrects a popular notion regarding Irish- 
men as industrial workers. ‘‘ The Irish 
are supposed to be temperamental,’’ he 
says—meaning, by the epithet, sensitive 
and incalculable. Nevertheless, at the 
Ford factory there has been no complaint 
regarding the monotony of tepetition in 
daily toil, and the only temperamenta! 
difficulty with the workers rose from the 
reluctance of men ‘‘ to do without smoking 
while at work.” In Saorstét Eireann 
this reluctance seems to be general. In 
shops the men behind the counter smoke 
while they are packing parcels, and in 
Government offices’ the clerks puff at 
cigarettes while they are filling up forms 


or answering public inquiries. 


A Tax on Foreigners. 


The Belgian Government’s decision to 
impose a tax on foreigners has caused a 
very bad impression in England. Every 
foreign visitor who comes from a country 
where the exchange is not depreciated now 
must pay an additional sum of twenty per 


cent. on his hotel bill. In practice this 
decree applies almost exclusively to British 
and American visitors, for which reason 
grave doubts are expressed concerning its 
legality. The relations between Britain 
and Belgium are governed by a series of 
treaties which stipulate reciprocal ‘‘ most- 
favoured-nation’’ treatment for their 
nationals. Consequently, it is doubtful 
that the Belgian Government is entitled 
to impose higher fiscal burdens on British 
subjects than those which it imposes on 
its own citizens. We have some sympathy 
with the Belgians in their anxiety to pre- 
vent the type of person, dubbed by ‘the 
Germans “Exchange Millionaires,’’ from 
taking advantage of the low rate of ex- 
change to live cheaply in their country 
while they themselves are forced by finan- 
cial embarrassment to do without many of 
the little luxuries of life which they 
formerly enjoyed. Nevertheless, their 
action is taking toll from hundreds of 
visitors who have no desire to batten on 
Belgium’s troubles, and is likely to pre- 
vent large numbers of respectable tourists 
from including that country in their holt- 
day _ itineraries. The discrimination 
against British subjects is all the more 
surprising in view of the fact that the 
British Government has cancelled Bel- 
gium’s war debt in its entirety. 


THE AUTOGYRO. 
soitediadipsibiea 
NEW TYPE OF AIRCRAFT. 


‘The report of the Aeronautical Research 
Committee for the year 1925-26, issued yester 
day, points out that the field of aeronautical 
inquiry has been widened by the advent of 
the entirely novel flying machine known as 
the Autogyro, in which the force of sustenta- 
tion is provided not by wings, as in the 
conventional design, but by means of a large 
windmill rotating freely about an axis nearly 
vertical, 

This machine, the Committee state, is one 
which may have important possibilities in the 
future, and the Committee note with pleasure 
that the Air Ministry propose to build a 
number of trial machines in order that these 
possibilities may be fully investigated. 

Upon the question of the development of 
single sleeve valve engines, the Committee 
state that they are of opinion that these 
engines offer definite advantages for use in 
aircraft. It has been proved withont any 
doubt that the absence of hot exhaust valves 
diminishes the tendency to detonation, and in 
consequence allows a sleeve valve engine to 
be used at a higher compression value than 
a poppet valve engine of corresponding size. 


RESEARCH WORK. 

A sub-committee consider that the research 
work has now reached such a stage that the 
development of multi-cylinder aircraft engines 
using sleeve valves should be encouraged. On 
the recommendation of the sub-committee a 
special unit is being constructed to try out 
the possibilities of compound expansion 
engines for aircraft purposes. The Committee 
draw attention to the fact that they have 
been asked to investigate from a technical 
standpoint the desirability of imposing limits 
on the stalling speed and climbing angle of 
commercial aircraft. 

The Committee have recommended that civil 
aeroplanes shall be capable of flying at a 
speed as low as fifty-five miles an hour, a 
figure that has received the concurrence of 
the Director of Civil Aviation. As regards 
climbing angle the Committee have not 
recommended any change in the existing 
reculation.

THE NEW FREE STATE QUOTA. | 


Figures published in the latest issue of the 


“Trish Trade Journal ’’ go to show that the | 


total number of emigrants from the Free 


State to countries outside Europe (but not. 


within the Mediterranean Sea) for the firs’ 
five months of this year was 11,197, a de 


crease of 3,181, as compared with the figure | 


for the corresponding period of last ‘year. 
The most recent date in respeet of which

statistics are provided is May, when the total | 


number of emigrants of Free State national:ty 
was 3,657, or 162 more than in May, 1925. 
Of that number (3,657), 3,248 went to the 
United States, 307 to Canada, 85 to 
Australia, three to New Zealand, and eight 
to South Africa. 

The. Free State quota at the present time 
is 28,567, but it is estimated that, under the 
‘national origin’’ scheme provided by the 
American Immigration Act of 1924, that 
number will be reduced to 8,330. ‘Lhe 


system now in effect is on the basis of 2 per | 


cent. of the number of foreign-born indi- 
viduals resident in the United States, as de 
termined -by the American Census of 1°, 
and the total of all quotas is 164,667. The 
system proposed by the 1924 Act reduces this 
total by more than 14,000, besides upsesting 
the existing ratios. 
OPPOSITION TO NEW LAW. 

The new system, however, may never be- 
come operative, as a strong movement for 
its nullification has been initiated. The hope 
of those opposed to the scheme is that it will 
become ineffective, either by the repeal of the 
provisions of the 1924 Act or by the failure 
of a Commission composed of Secretaries of 
State, Commerce and Labour to work out a 
satisfactory set of quotas. In any event, the 
whole subject is to be reopened at the 
autumn session of the United States Con- 
gress. Countries which would suffer drastic 
reductions in quotas if the proposed system 
becomes operative are Germany, the Irish 
Free State, Sweden, Norway, Denmark and 
Switzerland. 

The present annual quota for Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland is 34,007, which se. 
sents about, one-fifth of the total guotas of 
all countries, Under the suggested 
‘national origin ” system this figure, it is 
estimated, would be increased to 85,135, or 
considerably more than half of the combined 
quotas of all other countries. The Irish Free 
State quota, on the other hand, would suffer 
a reduction of over 20,000, while the German 
quota (at present the largest of any country) 
would be reduced from 51,227 to 20,028. 
Countries whose quotas would be increased 
under the new system include, besides Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, Italy, Russia 
and the Netherlands. i 

It is expected that the movement for the 
repeal of the 1924 Act will be led by Mr. 
Albert Johnson, a member of the House of 
Representatives ‘and ( chairman of the original 
Committee on Immigration.

A seat famous for its historical associations, 
Claremont, at Esher, has passed into new 
ownership. 

Originally built by Sir John Vanbrugh. the 
architect and dramatist, who held the estate

THE FLAG OF THE 
IRISH BRIGADE. 
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REPLICA TO BE SENT TO 
FRANCE. 
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A replica of the flag of the Irish Brigade 
in the service of France will be deposited 
in the Cathedral of St. Omer next week 
after the unveiling at Wytschacte and 
Guillemont of the monuments to the Irish 
soldiers who fell in France and Flanders 
in the late war. 

The original flag, presented to the Irish 
Brigade by the King of France, was laid 
up in the Cathedral of St. Omer in 1792, 
but it disappeared many years ago. Re- 
searches which were made in the archives 
of France and of the British Museum, and 
the personal investigations of Lord Dillon 
and Lord Inchiquin, enabled a 
replica of the flag to be produced under 
the directions of Mr. Oswald P. Reeves, 
of the Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin.

MR. FORD AND HIS 
WORKS IN CORK. 


+ 


A CITY OF CASUAL LABOUR. 

“ Cork has for many years been a city of 
easual labour and extreme poverty,” says 
Mr. Henry Ford, in an article which recently 
appeared in the Los Angeles Examiner, and 
is reproduced in this month’s Jrish Trade 
Journal, the official organ of the Department 
of Industry and Commerce. Mr. Ford makes 
the following references to his Cork 
factory :— 

My ancestors came from near Cork, and 
that city, with its wonderful harbour, has an 
abundance of fine industrial sites. We chose 
Ireland for a plant because we wanted to 
start Ireland along the road to industry. 
There was, it is true, some personal senti- 
ment in it. We began the plant in 1917, but 
because of the war it was not completed 
until 1919. 

Originally, it was designed to manufacture 
tractors for distribution through Europe, 
but free production was so hampered by 
politics that we changed the whole plant into 
a foundry, which now supplies our plant in 
England, and will eventually supply other 
European plants. 

Cork has for many years been a city of 
casual labour and extreme poverty. There 
are breweries and distilleries, but no real in 
dustry. The best that a man could hope for 
was two or three days a week on the docks, 
for which he would receive sixty shillings or 
fifteen dollars, for the hardest kind of 
stevedoring. If he went out as an agricul- 
tural labourer he could not expect to get 
more than thirty or thirty-two shillings a 
week. None of this work was steady. 

AAA ae We started our plant with 
three men from Detroit to direct operations. 
Now we have under regular emp'oyment 
about 1,800 men. They work eight hours a 
day, five days a week—steadily. The 
minimum wage is two shillings and three- 
rence per hour, or eighteen shillings a day. 
The average wage is two shillings and six- 
pence an hour, or a sovereign a day-—five 
pounds a week. This is steady money, week 
in and week ont—something that few, if 
any, of the men had ever before known. We 
have no labour ‘turnover whatsoever, and 
always have a long waiting list. 

The Irish are supposed to be tempera 
mental. We have never had a complaint 
ahout the repetitive work. The only com- 
plaints we ever had were during the first few 
months, when some of the men found it hard 
to do without smoking while at work.

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RECONSTRUCTION 
IN DUBLIN. 
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THE REBUILDING OF 
SACKVILLE STREET. 
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COAL STRIKE CHECKING 
PROGRESS. 
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There are indications that the work of 
reconstruction of the ruined area on the 
Eastern side of Upper Sackville street is 
to be pushed on with greater acceleration. 
The rebuilding of the Gresham Hotel at 
the Northern end of the area is proceed- 
ing with great strides. For some days 
past there have been signs of activity also 
on the site of the Hammam Hotel. That 
site has been acquired by Messrs. Meagher 
and Hayes, of Cork, whose intention is 
to rebuild the hotel. It will be a six- 
storey building, with a handsome 
front, something like the Gresham 
Hotel, of granite, with Portland stone 
dressings.

THE REMAINING SITES. 

With the Hammam and Gresham Hotels 
under reconstruction there still remains a 
considerable area untouched. This includes 
the site of the Granville Hotel, the former 
offices of the Accountant’s Department of the 
General Post Office, and a counle of shops. 
The Post Office have. no intention of re- 
building or resuming business in that place, 
and the site of the old Accountant’s office is 
one of those which is displaying a “For 
Sale ” notice. As to the Granville Hotel, 
nothing definite has been decided. It is 
understood that a Continental group, com- 
posed of Belgian and Dutch financiers, are 
interested in the matter, and there was talk 
a little while since of their putting up 
money for the purchase of the entire space 
from the Gresham to the Hammam. 

On the opposite, or Western, side of the 
street Messrs. Thwaites are nearing the con- 
clusion of their new premises, and it is ex- 
pected that the site of the Edinburgh Hotel 
will be soon taken in hand by the builders. 

Good progress is also being made with the 
opening up of the new thoroughfare from 
Upper Sackville street to Gloucester street, 
and a great amount of clearing work has 
been done. 


COMMISSIONERS’ POWERS. 

In connection with the gaps which will 
be left when the work which is going on at 
present in Sackville street has been com- 
nleted, it will be remembered that in an Act 
passed by the Oireachtas in 1925 the Com- 
missioners of the City of Dublin were given 
powers to put up for sale any or all of the 
sites. In the event of failuré of the parties 
interested to rebuild, the Commissioners will 
exercise their powers and offer the places 
for sale, though, of course, they cannot 
compel people to buy. It is contrary to 
the spirit of municipal administration for 
public bodies to speculate in building, and 
they are precluded for doing so; otherwise 
there might be a case for rebuilding by the 
City Commissioners for resale or letting. 

The root of the trouble is that the amounts 
awarded in compensation are insufficient to 
defray the cost of rebuliding, and it is not 
easy to find people willing to put up the 
difference between the award and the actual 
of reconstruction. All the new build. 
ings must be in conformity with the yeneral 
design adopted by the City Commissioners, 
on the advice of the City Architect, after 
consultation with an Advisory Committee of 
the Institute of Architects. 


THE GENERAL POST OFFICE. 

A couple of months ago it was stated that 
in all probability the General Post Office 
in Lower Sackville street would be open for 
public use by Christmas. 

In response to an. inquiry 
Trish Times reporter vesterday. Mr. P. 3. 
O’Hegarty, Secretary to the General Post 
Office, stated that the steel manufacturing 
works had been held up by the coal strike 
in England, and, as a result, the contractors 
haa been unable to procure certain steel 
work which was necessary, and the work on 
the rebuilding had been held up. While it 
would be impossible to have the office open 
for public work by Christmas, as originally 
intended, it might be nossible to conduct 
some of the rush of the Christmas work 
there.

FLYING OFFICER 
KILLED. 


ACCIDENT IN THE ISLE OF 
WIGHT. 

A flying accident, resulting in the death 
of Flight Lieutenant John Llewelyn Rees, 
Royal Marines, attached to the Royal Air 
Force at Fort Grain, Gosport, occurred in 
the Isle of Wight yesterday afternoon. 

Three machines were flying over the island, 
one of which was piloted by Lieutenant Rees. 
Near the English Channel they suddenly flew 
into a bank of fog. When the other machines 
reached Gosport Lieutenant Rees’s aeroplane 
was missing. One of the flight, Lieutenant 
lewlett, returned to the island, and it was 
found that the missing machine had crashed 
at Hulverstone Down, near Freshwater.

KITCHENER HOAX. 
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ATTITUDE OF THE FILM 

COMPANY. 

Mr". Foster, the manager of the Crystal 
Productions, Ltd., who, at the request of 
“Mr. Frank Power,” took the film in con- 
nection with the alleged discovery of Lord 
Kitchener’s remains, stated yesterday that 
the pictures were still in his possession. 

‘‘I have been requested by the authorities 
not to exhibit the film at present,’’ he said, 
‘but they have not asked for it to be de- 
stroved. I intend, however, to offer the 
Scotland Yard authorities that part of the 
film showing the arrival of the coffin in 
London, with the idea that it shall be de- 
stroved by them. Those pictures will never 
be shown,” he declared emphatically. 

Had the coffin been found to contain the 
remains of Lord Kitchener, Mr. Foster said, 
it was his intention to give the relatives the 
first opportunity of seeing the film. 

The main part of the film, Mr. Foster 
pointed out, merely depicted Norwegian 
scenery, and, no doubt, those pictures to 
which no objection could be taken would 
be made use of. 

“Mr. Frank Power" visited Scotland Yard 
yesterday morning, and, having seen some 
of the officials, left shortly afterwards. 

A MISSING MARK. 

“Mr. Frank Power” stated last might that 
at Scotland Yard he examined the coffin 
which was opened at Lambeth Mortuary, and 
identified the outer packing case by a knot 
in the wood. The outer elm coffin was the 
same as he had had in his possession, the 
copper coffin was there as he saw it before, 
but the inner shell, he said, he had never 
seen before. 

He added that he examined this very 
closely, and, with the aid of an electric light, 
provided by the authorities, was unable to 
find the triangular mark which he had pre- 
viously made at the foot of the coffin inside 
with the point of a nail file, which he had 
carried with him for years.

Not until after Junch did any success attend 
the efforts of Australia, and by then a lead 
of 27 had been increased to 150. A con- 
tinuance of such supremacy would have ex- 
ceeded the wildest expectations had perfect 
conditions for batting prevailed. The pitch 
at first dried slowly in dull weather, and as 
hot sunshine followed the drying process be- 
came more rapid. 

From the start the pitch gave the bowlers 
more help, the ball often popped up and came 
off thé turf at varying paces and turned 
abruptly, and generally performed antics cal- 
culated to upset the batsmen. 

A thunderstorm, accompanied ha 
rain, which fell during the night, had worked 
this change in the ground. After playing on 
the slow side during Saturday, it rolled out 
well on Monday, enabling Australia, by a 
display of prodigious patience and skill, to 
build up a total of 302, which secured them 
a lead of 22 runs. 

Hobbs and Sutcliffe had scored 49 over- 
night. A collapse yesterday morning would 
not have occasioned surprise, but these two 
batsmen put on 1235 more runs.

A severe thunderstorm broke over 
London in the early hours of yesterday. 
Torrents of rain fell, and the lightning was 
unusually vivid. Little damage, however, 
was done beyond flooding in some areas. 
The centre of the storm was Kent. Rams- 
gate, Deal, Dover, Hastings and Canter- 
bury report extraordinary lightning 
displays and rain that fell with tropical 
intensity for nearly three hours. 

Warnings of the coming storm were 
given by the gulls. Thousands deserted 
the sea front as if obeying a signal and 
flew inland shrieking. 

Ramsgate suffered most of all. Forty 
yards of the face of the approach-road 
to the western promenade were brought 
down, and the tramway track was buried 
beneath 200 tons of masonry, bricks, earth 
and iron railings. 


TERRIFYING THUNDER. 
——— -b& — -— 
LONDON'S EXPERIENCE. 


The storm in London was one of the most 
violent experienced for some time. One of 
the strangest features of the storm was the 
irregularity of the thunderclaps. At one 
moment it seemed to listeners that the roof 
above them had been riven, at the next there 
was only a distant rumbling. Then came 
another deafening burst, and so it went on. 
The heavi&t rain was experienced at Lympne 
—2i millimetres, and Dungeness—17 milli- 
metres. 

On the Kent coast the storm was preceded 
by a remarkably clear atmosphere. At 7 
p.m. the high cliffs of France, and even parts 
of the Belgian coast, could clearly be seen 
with the naked eye. The entrance to 
Boulogne Harbour was plainly seen, and 
(Channel shipping and the lightships surround- 
ing the Goodwin Sands appeared within bis- 
cnit-toss. 

On the sandhilis adjoining the Royal 
Cinque Ports Golf Club at Deal several 
hundred London boys were encamped. Their 
sleeping tents withstood the storm, but their 
large dining marquee collapsed like a pack 
of cards. Another marquee in which girls of 
the Lambeth Guardians camp were sleeping 
collapsed. The girls were soon rescued from 
the folds of the canvas and removed to other 
tents. 

HOUSES FLOODED. 

Holiday-makers and residents at Ramsgate 
and Margate had a night of sheer terror. 
Business premises and private houses were 
flooded. ‘The fire engine was called out at 
3.47 a.m. to pump out the cellars at an hotel 
which were flooded to a depth of over 74 feet. 
‘ihe firemen were afterwards called to other 
business premises to pump out the flooded 
cellars.

FIRST CONSIGNMENT BY AIR. 


A quantity of gold transmitted from the 
ena Goldfields under licence from Soviet 
Russia arrived safely at Croydon Aerodrome 
yesterday morning. 

The gold was dispatched from Moscow to 
Amsterdam and thence to Ostend, and but 
or a remarkable accident would have 
arrived at Croydon on Monday evening.

SIR HOWARD SPICER’S 


FATAL WOUNDS IN THE HEAD. 

The death is announced of Sir Howard 
Spicer, K.B.E., joint managing director and 
deputy chairman of Spicers, Ltd., the well- 
known firm of paper makers. Sir Howard, 
who was fifty-four years of age, was knighted 
in 1918 for services to the Government in 
connection with the production of protective 
masks to meet the German gas attacks in the 
Great War. He was a well-known figure in 
Fieet street, London, and during recent years 
had been a member of the board of directors 
of TInited Newspapers (1918), Ltd. 

Sir Howard had had repeated attacks of 
influenza, and these were followed by de- 
pressing symptoms. His friends had noticed 
a considerable change in his usually cheery 
demeanour during the last few months. He 
was at his office in New Bridge street at work 
as usual on Monday morning, but failed to 
keep several appointments that he had made 
for later in the day. 

Nothing was heard of him during the even- 
ing, and ultimately a search was made by his 
relatives, who had become anxious about his 
absence. Between nine and ten o'clock he 
was found in a room that he frequently 
occupied when ,in London at Garland’s Hotel, 
Snffolk street, Pall Mall, of which he was a 
director. A shotgun was by his side, and 
there were injuries in the head which had 
caused death. |

HOW NEW AGREEMENT 
WILL WORK.

In its City Notes The Times states that 
the holders of Irish Free State securities 
have been glad to learn of an agreement 
which has now been entered into between 
the British and Irish Free State Govern- 
ments with a view to avoiding the 
deduction of both Irish and British income 
taxes from Irish dividends payable to 
persons resident in Great Britain or 
Northern Ireland, but not in the Irish 
Free State. 

The primary object .! the agreement is 
to dispense with the complicated and 
troublesume repayment claims, which have 
hitherto been necessary to obtain the 
Dominion income tax reliefs provided by 
the British and Irish tax codes. The chief 
bases of the agreement are as follow :— 

1—The deduction of Irish Free State tax at 
the source will stand, 

_ 2—The British Inland. Revenue will waive 
its right to a further deduction of British tax. 

3—The British bank negotiating the divi- 
dend warrant will, with the customer’s 
authority, supply the British Inland Revenue 
with the customer’s name and address and 
particulars of the dividend. 

4—The British Inland Revenue will, there- 
upon, recover from the Irish Inland Revenue 
the Irish income tax, which the British 
Government will retain in satisfaction of its 
due, handing over to the person entitled to 
the dividend any tax repayable, if that person 
Is exempt or not liable to tax at the full rate. 

Briefly, there will be only one deduction of 
tux. instead of two, as heretofore, and the 
British and Irish Governmeiits will adjust the 
matter of the tax between themselves, withort 
troubling the recipient of the dividend.

Of the latter £63,957,000 is due to war 
pensions, £19,634,000 to the growth in the 
cost of old age pensions consequent upon the 
doubling of the scale by the Old Age Pensions 
Act, 1919, and other concessions. 

The increase of £62,818,000 under the head 
uf grants for local services is accounted for as 
to £29,677,000 by the increase in education 
grants following upon the Education Acts of 
1918, increased grants for higher education, 
and the substantial increase in the scales of 
teachers’ salaries since the war. 

Housing grants account for £9,982,000, 
while the grants for agriculture, including 
land settlement and drainage, have risen from

COTTON HOSIERY. 


RESULT. OF . FOREIGN

The main contention of the applicants was 
that, so far as cotton hosiery was concerned, 
the bulk of the trade in the cheaper lines 
had already been lost to such foreign coun- 
tries as Germany, America, Italy, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Japan, and that it was im- 
possible under present conditions for British 
manufacturers to produce equivalent goods 
at the prices at which the foreign materials 


were being offered. 

It was suggested by the opponents that the 
cotton hosiery imports have been for some 
time, and still are, declining, and, apart from 
specialities such as Lisle hose, were confined 


to the very cheapest class of goods, which 
British manufacturers did not consider it 
worth their while to produce, whereas in the 
higher grades of articles British manufacturers 
were still able without undue difficulty to 
maintain their position. é 


The outstanding item in the terms of refe-

M. Herriot refuted a charge which has been 
levelled agaist him that he overturned the 
Griand-Caillaux Government to substitute 
himself. He declared that the action he 
took against this Ministry was inspired by 
conscientious considerations of policy, for it 
Was impossible to agree to the granting of 
such plenary powers as were desired by the 
Briand-Cailiaux Government, as to do so

A president of the Chamber, M. Herriot 
added, who has failed to affirm the power of 
Parliament would have been a president 
vithout honour. 

Referring to the formation of the Poincaré 
Cabinet; M. Herriot, who is now Minister of 
Public Instruction, recalled that M. Poincaré 
had announced his intention of forming not a 
political but a national Cabinet—a Ministry 
of the franc. ' 

To refuse to take part in such a Cabinet 
vould have been to render impossible the 
Constitution of a majority, and would have 
been a jump towards the unknown, and all 
the dangefs which could be foreseen. It 
would have: been unworthy of statesmen to 
have sheltered behind the members of their 
party, awd to have refused to have joined a 
Ministry “such as the present, for the safety 
of the franc. 

M. Herriot expressed his satisfaction at the 
effective results already achieved by the de- 
cision of those who were to-day members of 
the Government.

INTERESTING FIGURES OF 

TRADE UNION FUNDS, 

Some interesting figures regarding trade 
union funds were published last night. In 
the House of Commons recently six questions 
were addressed to the Minister of Labour, 
asking for last year’s figures showing the 
total receipts, working expenses, benefits paid 
to members. etc., in regard to a number of 
trade unions. On that occasion Mr. J. -H. 
Thomas asked Sir Arthur Steel Maitland to 
keep in mind that. while the House certainly 
ought to have the information, it was already 
obtainable, and went on to suggest that the 
questions could only be fishing questions put 
for an ulterior object, a remark which met 
with some opposition. 

The Minister of Labour, in his reply. gave 
the general statistics for, among others, the 
South Wales Miners’ Federation, the National 
Union of Railwaymen, the Amalgamated 
Engineering Union, and the Railway Clerks’ 
Association. 

These statistics were followed by the issue 
in London yesterday of a White Paper giving 
in detai] the membership, income, expendi- 
ture, and funds of registered trade unions 
with ten thousand or more members, in the 
years 1924 and 1925.

INDUSTRY STILL QUIET. 

The review by the Midland Bank, Ltd., of 
industrial and agricultural conditions in 
Northern Ireland for July states that, as re- 
gards linens, July being the holiday month, 
there was little of interest to report. Busi- 
ness remains quiet, despite a constant flow 
of filling-up orders. A more hopeful feeling 
prevails, however, as it is felt that the franc 
exchanges are now approaching a period 
which may be followed by stabilisation. This 
should have a beneficial effect on all branches 
of the trade, 

The home flax crop promises well, the 
growing plant being in splendid condition. 
Owing to the fluctuations in exchange the 
Courtrai market has been rather excited, many 
holders. refusing to sell and others asking 
exorbitant prices; selection is thus limited. 
There is no movement on the part of local 
spinners to operate in Russian fibre at the 
moment. Supplies of Baltis flax are practically 
exhausted. 

Production of yarns at the spinning end has 
been further curtailed, owing in most cases to 
the prolonged coal stoppage. Buying by 
manufacturers is still confined to actual re- 
quirements, and owing to absence of stocks 
any new business in cloth has to be covered 
immediately in varns to ensure delivery.

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the most part, the hay crop has been harvested 
under highly favourable conditions and is of 
first-rate quality. Oats are good. Root crops 
and the main, crop of potatoes are growing 
well, the early varieties giving a satisfactory 
yield. 

With ample pasturage and marked freedom 
from disease, cattle are thriving well. The 
cross-Channel demand for stores is well main- 
tained and prices keep steady. There has 
been a considerable drop in pork prices during 
July, but, as this has been accompanied by a 
gradual reduction in food prices, pig-keepers 
continue to make a fair profit from their stock. 

During June conditions were quiet in the 
local shipbuilding yards, but with the con- 
clusion of the annual holidays the shipbuilding 
industry is expected to improve considerably.

IN DUBLIN ZOO. 
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“ORANGE BISHOPS” AND 
THREE-EYED LIZARDS. 


La. 
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The .good attendance at the Dublin 
Zoological Gardens during Horse Show week 
and the days following is proof of the high 
place, they take among the attractions of 
Dublin for visitors. Last Sunday well over 
three thousand passed the turnstiles, and 
Monday was also a crowded day. 

Ladies who wear lizard-skin shoes and 
would be interested to see what supplies their 
footwear ought to visit the ‘eguexin lizard 
in the Zoo. The little exile from South 
Africa hes “ doggo”’ in its carpet of sand, 
and eyes strangers with little interest; but 
immediately its well-known friend, Dr. 
Ferrar, lifts the cover of the cage it is ready 
to go for a brief toddle with him, apparently 
delighted to have an opportunity of stretch- 
ing all its rather disjointed-looking legs and 
its. three feet of slim length, exhibiting at 
the same time its bright pink forked tongue 
in sudden and rather alarming jerks. The 
animal’s skin is black and white and 
qyite flexible, except on the face, which has 
kind of protective covering of a hard, shell- 
like substance. Lizards go in rather for 
variety in tongues. Another of the family, 
known as the ‘‘ Skink,” has a blue tongue, 
not forked, but somewhat club-shaped at the 
business end. 

The reptile house, like other places with 
names that are better in every respect, is not 
immune from ill-founded scandals. A poor 
snake from Australia got credit for two un- 
happy months for having eaten its parent, 
and, as the said parent had totally dis- 
appeared from the cage, there seemed good 
cause for an accusation of cannibalism. 
However, after some time, when a couple of 
disobedient youngsters had climbed up on a 
part of the roof where they were forbidden 
to go, the missing snake was discovered 
clinging to a heating pipe, having apparently 
subsisted on mice and other chance prey. It 
is now. back with its maligned offspring. 

Leseueur’s Lizard, a native of Queensland, 
is not given to violent exercise; in fact, 
nothing but a burst of unusually hot sunshine 
will stir it to movement, and then only a 
languid turn of the head makes one see that 
it is not a part of the branch that it is 
laid out on. 

HOW “ BALBRIGGAN " GOT HIS NAME. 

A chimpanzee is one of the latest acquisi- 
tions. He comes from West Africa, and is 
strangely named ‘‘ Balbriggan,’’ but the name 
did not come with him. He developed 
pneumonia very soon after his arrival, and a 
jersey was needed to keep him warm. Owing 
to his being rather small, it was hard to fit 
him, and a makeshift garment was contrived 
out of Balbriggan stockings. When he was 
clothed in it the trade name stood out boldly 
across his ‘ittle chest like the name of a 
ship on a sailor’s jersey, and he was imme- 
diately called “ Balbriggan.”’ One very 
peculiar animal in the Gardens is the Grison, 
a cross between a badger and a pole-cat. It 
is in a class by itself, as there are no others 
of its own kind there. 

The luatera, from New Zealand, is one of 
the most primitive animals in the world, and 
is remarkable for having three eyes. The 
third is not visible, as it is hidden between 
the other two. The specimen in our Zoo 
is the second longest in captivity in Europe, 
being a few months junior to one in the 
Bristol Zoo. It has been with us since 1912. 
and has grown about the eighth of 
an inch in that time. They are not 
allowed to be taken from their native 
country now as they are gradually being 
exterminated. It has another useful trait, 
if it loses a finger or a toe the limb grows 
again completely. The Fennec, a pale,.pinky, 
fawn little creature, is a North African fox, 
and in shape resembles our foxes. It loves 
rats, alive or dead, and is delighted to be 
“at hore’ to. any visitor who does not 
mind coming provided with a gift of this 
kind for him. 

A GARDEN SAROMETER. 

In a large hutch out on the grass is on 
view what Dr. Fear describe: as the best 
barometer in the Gardens. It is really a 
tortoise, by name ‘‘ Antony”’ or ‘‘ Cleopatra,”’ 
no one but him or herself knows which. 
Twe,of them came many years ago with 
these names attached, and nobody knew 
which was which, and the tortoises had 
nothing to say on that or any other ~atter, 
so the mystery remained unsolved. Finally, 
one of them died, and, persumably, was 
buried in a nameless grave. They seem 
to keep on growing as long as they live. 
The dead one had attained a length of four

* Rupert’ and ‘‘ Joy,” Major O’*Rorke’s 
tiger cubs, which he gave the Gardens abont. 
a year ago, look a very sturdy pair of 
youngsters, and take a good deal of interest 
in people, not like the older tigers,and lions, 
who have looked on too many humans, and 
probably think they would ‘¢aste better than 
their appearance would suggest, and are only 
interested in them as meals for the hungry. 
“ Rupert ” kept poking out his terrible-look- 
ing toes through the bars in an inviting 
manner, as if he would like to have them 
tickled, but there are limits to the liberties 
even a newspaper reporter. will take—in 
that di.ection, at seast. 

The lions knew that feeding time was ap- 
proaching apparently, and were keeping 
sharp eyes on the attendants. Their ap- 
pearance recalled to memory the remark 
made by the Maharaja of Alwar lately, that 
he hoped that his lions and tigers would be 
more accommodating than the Connemara 
fish when he took his friends after them.

CATTLE ROAD TRANSPORT,

Sir,--In the information issued last Thurs- 

day from this office regarding transport of 
cattle by road from Ballymahon an error was 
made as to the name of the Dublin con- 
signees. The cattle were consigned to Mr. 
G. H. Lennon, salesmaster, of Prussia street. 
To his request that a public correction should 
be made Mr. Lennon adds the following state- 
ment :— 

“The owner of the cattle carried by road 
from Ballymahon to Dublin Cattle Market on 
Wednesday, the 11th instant, was very pleased 
with the condition in which they arrived at 
their destination. The cattle were sold in a 
very short time after being placed on our 
stand, and their very fresh condition after 
their 68 miles was commented on very favour 
ably. These facts speak for themselves as te 
the advantages of road transport as compare 
with the droving and other abuses suffered by 
cattle when consigned by rail.” 


While asking you to be good enough to 
publish this unsolicited statement, my Com 
mittee thinks it desirable to repeat it: 
frequently expressed opinion that the true 
solution of the problem of cattle and other 
transport must be found ultimately in the 
fully co-ordinated use of both road and rail.—

CLOTHING FACTORY OPENED. 

A new ready-made clothing factory, 
established .in the town of Drogheda by 
Messrs. Wilson and McBrian, manufacturers, 
Kent street, Belfast, was officially opened 
yesterday by the Mayor of Drogheda, Mr. 
Luke J. Elcock. 

The firm has set up business in the com- 
modious five-storey build:ng formerly used vs 
a brewery in the Mel end of the town, and 
has installed the latest types of machinery 
used in the trade. A start was made a few 
weeks ago with thirty-five local girls, learn- 
ing under the tuition of expert women workers 
of Belfast. it is expected that one hundred 
girls will find employment there in the course 
of the next two months. The undertaking 
is a direct result of ti.e tariff on clothing 
imported into the Free State.

members of the Corporation and well-known 
residents of the town. They included Mr. 
Seumas Murphy, T.D. for County Louth, 
who was largely instrumental in bringing 
the new industry to Drogheda. 

OPENING CEREMONY. 

The Mayor, having declared the factory 
opened, welcomed the firm to Drogheda, and 
wished its heads every success in their under- 
taking. Drogheda was an industrial town 
until the arrival of the power loom.

From 
the heap to where the Guard lay at intervals 
of five yards there were rents in the hrs as 
if caused by a heavy bicycle. The width of 
the road where the stones were heaped was 
17 feet. 6 inches, and of that distance the heap 
of stones occupied a breadth of 5 feet 8 inches. 
The bicycle appeared to have mounted the 
heap for a distance of about one foot. He 
asked the jury to add a rider to their verdict 
stating that the person who left these stones 
on the road was responsible for the Guard's 


death.

The Canadian Whert Pool is an organisation 
made up of over 125,000 actual farmers in 
the three prairie provinces, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, and it controls 
over 14,000,000 of the 21,519,000 acres sown 
to wheat there. Each province has its own 
unit in the Wheat Pool. The wheat is 
supplied to the Pool by the farmers under 
contract, usually five years’ duration, and is 
sold through the Central Selling Agency, 
which has agents and agencies in fifty-one 
world ports. 

Mr. Aaron Shapiro, of Chicago, attorney for 
a group of American co-operative associations, 
told the American Institute of Co-operation 
the other day that, in his opinion, the 
greatest single achievement in  co-opera- 
tive marketing in two years has been 
the successful formation of the Canadian 
Wheat Pool. 

“'lhe organisation handles more than 60 
per cent. of the wheat of Canada, and 
virtually dominates its cash wheat market,” 
said Mr. Shapiro, “ and all without political 
interference or internal incumbrance. The 
farmers of Western Canada have achieved 
their success through one thing—organisa 
tion.”’
